LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS 

The  New  Bedford  Sunday  Standard -Times  of  June  5  states  as  follows: 

"Possibilities  of  a  strike  tie-up  in  many  New  England  mills,  together 
with  continued  inactivity  in  cloth  and  yarn  markets,  dampened  buying 
inquiry  for  staple  cotton  throughout  New  England  markets  during  the  past 
week.    Trading  continued  in  some'  quarters  of  the  market,  however,  and 
the  price  structure  remained  very  firm  throughout. 

*■  *  * 

"Interest  in  Pima  cotton  continued  in  some  quarters  of  the  market,  but 
price  considerations  interfered  with  sales  of  high  grades.    Number  ones 
were  quoted  around  29  or  30  cents,  and  number  twos  around  27  or  28  cents. 
Some  claimed  to  have  twos  as  low  as  26  cents,  but  the  buyer  wanted  cotton 
that  could  be  bought'  for  around  22  or  24  cents,  but  most  of  the  desirable 
offerings  of  lower  grades  that  could  be  had  around  those  levels  have 
dried'  up.    Egyptians  continued  inactive  and  not  much  changed  in  price 
quotations.  :

A  NEW  AMERICAN  COTTON  WELCOMED  BY  SPINNERS 

The  Manchester  Guardian,  of  ISanchester-,  England,  under  date  of  May  10, 
1954,  contains  the  following  summary  of  a  meeting  of  the  International 
Federation  of  fester  Cotton  Spinners  and  Manufacturers '  Associations ,  held 
in  London  on  Ifiay  9: 

"The  Secretary  submitted  samples  of  a  new  type  of  American  cotton 
produced  in  a  small  quantity  last  year.    The  United  States  authorities 
especially  desired  views  on  this  cotton.   , It  has  a  staple  of  one  and  a 
half  inches  and  is  similar  to  Sakel  cotton,  being  a  cross  between  Egyptian 
Sakel  and  American  Pima.    The  committee  were  favourably  impressed  with 
the  cotton  and  suggested  that  the  United  States  Government  continue  its 
production.  ***  "

"Unusually  spotty  conditions  prevailed  in  staple  cotton  markets  during 
the  past  week  and  there  was  a  wide  spread  between  price  ideas  prevailing 

in  different  quarters  of  the  market.  *  *  *

"Continued  interest  in  Pima  cotton  is  reported  from  some  quarters  but 

price  limits  made  dealing  difficult.    Buyers  want  fairly  good  grade  cotton 
in  the  sense  of  not  too  much  leaf  and  trash  and  fairly  good  color,  but 
they  do  not  insist  on  fiber  length  above  inch  and  one  half  and  might  even 
take  slightly  shorter  fiber  than  inch  and  one  half  if  the  cotton  ran 
reasonably  uniform  in  length.    Pima  No.  2s  are  nominally  quoted  around 

28  cents  and  there  are  not  many  offerings.

MILL  CONSUMPTION  IN  THE  UNITED  STATES  OF  PIMA.  AND  IMPORTED

The  Bureau  of  the  Census  reports  mill  consumption  of  American-Egyptian 
(Pima)  cotton  during  the  month  of  May  as  963  bales  of  500  pounds  gross 
weight,  compared  with  1,086  bales  in  April  and  1,288  bales  in  March. 
The  mill  consumption  of  imported  Egyptian  cotton  is  reported  as  having 
been  7,595  bales  in  May,  compared  with  8,555  bales  in  April  and  10,705  bales 
in  March.

THE  CROP  IN  EGYPT 

"Cotton"  of  Manchester ,  issue  of  June  2,  1934,  contains  the  following 
dispatch  from  the  Societe  Cotonniere  d'Egypte,  of  Alexandria,  dated 
May  25th:- 

The  T/eather  has  been  warm  and  favourable.    Some  anxiety  is  felt 
in  North  Delta  districts  where  rains  necessitated  resowing,  and 
where  the  crop  is  uneven,  but  in  the  majority  of  the  breadth  and 
length  of  the  land,  planters  appear  to  be  satisfied.    The  rice 
acreage  is  being  drastically  reduced  to  avoid  any  possible  water 
shortage  in  the  summer  months.    We  are  now  entering  the  leaf  worm 
period,  which  in  view  of  it  having  been  very  deleterious  last  season, 
is  awaited  with  some  uneasiness.

LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS 


The  New  Bedford  Sunday  Standard -Times  of  June  24  states  as  follows: 

"With  two  local  mills  closing  down  completely  for  a  week  or  tv/o  and 
one  closing  for  an  indefinite  period  until  the  fine  goods  market  again 
offers  profitable  gray  goods  business,  the  summer  depression  began  to 
grip  hard  here  this  week.    There  was  only  scattered  interest  in  raw 
cotton  and  the  staple  cotton  trading  throughout  Now  England  was  reported 
as  very  sluggish  indeed.

"There  was  little  interest  in  Egyptians  reported  here  this  week,  and 
not  many  houses  had  up  to  date  quotations  011  them,  owing  to  the  absence 
of  inquiry.    Pima  was  just  as  inactive,  with  prices  nominally  unchanged 
from  previous  weeks,  and  no  trading  done.

It  is  also  reported  that 
exceptional  measures  are  to  be  taken  to  combat  the  leaf  worm,  which 

caused  the  heaviest  depredations  in  the  near  past.
